Ihc American la- 
bor movement in' its legitimate ob-' 
jcctivo," Mitchell said after talk- 
ing with the President. 


"But we do want to help labor 


clean up its own house," Mitchell 
added. 


The secretary's conference with 


the President on new anti-racke- 
teering legislation slecmed 
from 


recent Senate Investigating com- 
mittee disclosures involving Dave 
Beck and 
his Interatioal Team- 


sters Union. 


Eisenhower, in a special stale- 


met 
following his meeting with 


Mitchell, said, "labor racketeer- 
ing, 
like corruption anywhere, 
is 


an abomination which .must be eli- 
minated if and whenever it 
oc- 


curs.' 


"Any 
officer and employee 
ot 


labor — and it appears there hnvc 
been a few — who abuse the pow- 
er and trust imposed on them are 
not fit to hold union offices," the 
President said.
